Carolioa 
and Geargia, to one of the Aditors ofthe South- 
ern Evangelical Lotetligencer, dated Abbeville, 
August 15, 1820. 

‘The missionaries sent out by one society have 
setaraed. ° Itis their opinion, that the Creek in- 
dians are not yet ripe for a missionary establish.

Some 
of their chiefs were ia favour of it,bal. the meq >. 
rity weve ia opposition. Brom the Ove:ks bur 
Missionaries proceeded to the Chickasaws. Here 
they were-cordislly received. Their chiefs ac. ’ 
ceded at oncete the proposals made by ovr soci- 
ety, and are williog to grant as all the privileges 
that we desire. fo the mest popalrus part of 
the nation, our missionaries selected an eligible 
site for a missionary station, it being healthy, fer- 
idle, well timbered, and sot very far from ceviga-

The Slave Trade..—The following Sette 
dated 8t Senna Leone, May 8th1820, con. 
tains interesting information relative tothe squad 
ron on the coast of Africa:—‘‘ Co the 4th of 
Apnil, two schooners, prizes to his Majesty’s 
ship Morgiana, arrived here ; one of them with 
* 28 slaveson board. And onthe 15th, arrived 
. the Morgisna, Captain Sandilands, with the 

British ship Priace of Brazil packet, of Lon- | 
don, and the Jan N«ckol schooner ; the former 
with 70 at Wydah.—The Morgiana has done 
more to check the Slave Trade than any other 
ship. La Marie, a French schooner, with 106 
slaves on board, was eaplared on the 20th of Jao. 
uary, the slaves having beeo put oo board by « 
British subject, for which a reward of 460 dotiars 
is now offered by the Governor here. It is 
much to be regretted that no power is given to 
Captains to detain French ships ; they are now | 
the only nation who cap catry on that abomin. 
able trafic with impunity. ‘The arrival of the 
American ship Oyane (formerly British,) on the 
coasts completely checks the Americans ; she 
bas already geptured four schooners, and sent 
them to the United States. ‘The American co 
‘Jony formed at the Sherbro, for catpured negroes, 
has already proved the grave of most of their ad- 
‘wenturers ; like the British, they bave been uo- 
fortunate io the choice ofa local situation. ‘The 
OCyane had been at Sierra Leone, where she ar- 
rived in company withthe Myrmidoo, ‘The A. 
merican Captain, on beipg acquainted with the 
demise of his Majesty, George the III. lower. 
ed his fing add pendent, and kept them so dar. 
ing the day. The Myrmidov, Morgiena, aod 
Snapper, are lying at Sierra Leone; the 'This- 
He is at the Isle de Los; the Pheasant in the 
Bight of Benin. Sir George Collier bes order. 
ed the brigs to the windward cosst, the slave 
ships to leeward, being too powerful ; several 
of them had actually fired epon the Snapper, 
occupying such favourable positions, thet bad it 
not been for her ong 24 pounder a midsbips, 
they would have disabled her very much, ‘The 
Snapper has been very uofortunate ; she bas lost 
her Commander, (lieot.
